The story of (he kidnapping of the 14-monlhs-old son of 


wealthy parents at Springiield, Mo., and the subsequent death 
of the child, who was undoubtedly murdered, is enough lo 
make the blood of every normal man and woman boil. 
. - 


Newspaper readers are familiar with the case, which was by 


no means the first of its kind. Stealing children and holding 
them for ransom is not a new form of crime in this country, 
(hough not so common as many other serious crimes, and for 
this there is reason to be devoutly thankful. 
II is one of the 


cruelist and most horrible crimes in the world, and it is en- 
tirely wilhin bounds to say lhat.no penally can be loo severe 
lor those convicted of it. 


This Missouri child was taken from'its bed while its parents 


were away from home in Ilic 'evening,'and while the maid in 
charge was sleeping. 
Very shortly 'the father received an 


anonymous letter slating Ihejemis on.which he could ftcover 
liis child. A large sunvohifoney-'was involved, but the^agou- 
ized «mau and his wife' were feady lo meet the issue/:: The 
father tried in every possible way to close'the transaction and 
gel possession of his child/bul failed, and the next chap.ter pf 
.Ihe tragedy was Ihe finding of-lhe body of the infant dead.at 
the boftom of an unused well in the neighborhood. 
There 


was a wound on Ihe side of the baby's head showing that he 
had come to his dcatli by violence, either before being thrown 
into Ihe well or at the lime he was dropped inlo that deep, 
dark and uncovered grave. .

The agony of Ihe parents whe nlhis discovery was'made, 


cannot even be imagined, and the whole community was hor- 
rified beyond measure. .'Seven men were already in jail on the 
charge of conspiracy to steal children and hold them for ran- 
som, and a mob of enraged and determined citizens al once 
skirted for that place >vilh no effort to conceal their purpose, 
bul the authorities were loo quick for them and had removed 
the prisoners before their arrival. Otherwise another chapter 
would undoubtedly have been added to this painful story, 
which, while horrible, wptikhhave brought (o Ihe people of the 
country a sense of relief audT'feeling that only simple justice 
had been done. 


Yet it is better that the law should deal with these wretches 


than that they should be? disposed of by a mob. Tlie men who 
took that child from its home arc murderers as well as kidnap- 
pers, and lliey should suffer Ihe penally of murder as il is ad- 
ministered in sidles where capital punishment has not been 
abolished. Under the shadow of this awful tragedy there will 
be few to say that capital punishment does not slill have its 
uses. 
In fact, most men and women will pronounce capital 


punishment too good for human fiends capable of committing 
such a monstrous crime as this.
